'Feeble' 15 Years Ag o , Churchill 
Still Can Ex haust Yo ung er Men

Ch urch ill, 80, remains one of th e 
liv eliest feeble men in th e world. 
Just ov er 15 y ears ago th e late 
Wendell Willkie, h ere for a p riv ate 
visit, confided: 
“Ch urch ill’s a great old man, 
but I’m afraid h e’s getting a little 
feeble.” 
Two day s after h e said th at Will­ 
kie called on Ch urch ill at No. IO 
Downing St. Following th eir talk 
th e Prime Minister accomp anied 
th e visiting American to th e door 
step .

p h oto­ 
grap h s and as Willkie was leav ­ 
ing, Ch urch ill took h im by th e 
arm, say ing:

Back at h is h otel Willkie smiled 
and said, “And I called h im fee­ 
ble.”

Inv erch ap el was th en th e British 
ambassador in Russia. 
“He looks fine,” mused th e en­ 
voy , “but Tm afraid h e’s sh owing 
signs of feebleness.” 
Before h e left Moscow on th at 
trip Ch urch ill ex h austed th e am­ 
bassador and h alf h is staff of 
y oung men. 
Two y ears later, in October 1944, 
Ch urch ill was back in Moscow for 
more talks with Stalin.

The potentia l da nger rema ins a lthough, sta rting 
out, Germa n rea rma ment will be under some con­ 
trols: a n a rmed force of 500,000 men tied in with 
Germa ny ’s W’estem neighbors a nd NATO, the North 
Atla ntic Trea ty Orga niza tion. 
The United Sta tes more tha n five y ea rs a go pro­ 
posed Germa n rea rma ment a nd ha s fought for the 
idea since. It is coming closer to being a rea lity . 
Fra nce, remembering three Germa n inva sions, ha s 
been cool. 
In Germa ny itself there is much pa cifism a nd op­ 
position to rea rma ment. Under the pressure of 
cha nging events this pa cifist mood ma y eva pora te 
a nd become a ga in one of milita rism. 
The Germa ny milita ry lea dership ha s been a 
consistently domina nt, a ntidemocra tic force, con­ 
temptuous of civil a uthority . 
Gordon A. Cra ig, Princeton professor a nd specia l­ 
ist on Germa n milita rism, in a recent lecture con­ 
sidered the da nger of rea rming Germa ny by a sk­ 
ing: Who 
will the new Germa n milita ry lea ders be?

Or 
she ma y burst through Allied controls a nd plunge 
into huge rea rma ment a imed a t rega ining her lost 
territories. 
The West Germa ns intensely desire reunion with 
Ea st Germa ny , where the Russia ns ha ve built a n 
a rmed force with the help of Germa n genera ls ca p­ 
tured in the wa r. 
It is even possible the new milita ry lea dership, if 
it ga ins enough power, ma y ta ke Germa ny out of 
the Western a llia nce a nd shift to Russia .

Tire Maintenance 
Economic Importance 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Inventories 
have shown that hundreds of dol­ 
lars are invested in rubber tires on 
manj^ Indiana farms today. Their 
maintenance has become an im­ 
portant economic consideration. 
C. L. Hill, Purdue University 
extension 
agriculture 
engineer, 
says that maintaining proper in­ 
flation pressures has much to do 
with prolonging tire life. Over in­ 
flation can cause rapid wear of 
tread and wheel slippage if the tire 
is on a drive wheel. Under infla­ 
tion causes tire casing failures. 
Temperature changes and addition 
of liquids cause pressure changes 
within tires. 
These temperature 
changes may cause as much as a 
14 pound per square inch variation 
in liquid filled tractor tires. Every 
farmer should have an accurate 
pressure gauge which will register 
inflation pressure of liquid filled 
tires without letting the fluid es­ 
cape. Periodic checks of inflation 
pressures should become a part of 
every farmer’s routine. 
Prolong­ 
ing tire life is one of the ways to 
cut costs on the farm.

Poultry Outlook 
Facts Are Given 


LAFAYETTE, Ind.—Egg flocks 
for early fall production should re­ 
turn near average profits, accord­ 
ing to R. L. Kohls, agricultural 
economist at Purdue University, in 
the most recent issue of Purdue 
University publication, ‘‘Economic 
and Marketing Information.” 
This article points out that some 
further expansion in broiler produc­ 
tion is possible and that a slightly 
smaller turkey supply will mean 
improved holiday prices. The past 
year has been unprofitable for 
many egg producers. There was 
no seasonal 
price 
improvement 
during the fall and winter months 
for the first time in Indiana history 
and because of this, prices aver­ 
aged 27 per cent below 1953. 
In looking at the basic factors in 
the long-run outlook, Kohls says 
that the fundamental problems the 
individual egg producers faces in 
the years ahead is that of making 
use 
of the 
rapid 
technological 
changes which are reducing the 
costs of egg production. 
Each producer must ask himself 
if he is prepared and able to keep 
ahead in this race toward lower 


costs of egg production. For many 
it will mean getting completely out 
of the egg business and for others 
it will mean increasing the current 
enterprise to one of sufficient size 
to take advantage of the rapid de­ 
velopments in breeding, feeding 
and improved marketing practices. 
Egg price outlook for the first 
half of 1955 isn’t expected to change 
much from current levels. 
With 
this in mind, purchases of chicks 
for flock replacement will be sub­ 
stantially below 1954. Feed prices 
up until the next harvest are not 
expected to be much different from 
a year ago. 
Considering the outlook for the 


broiler enterprise, Kohls points out 
that there is no real evidence that 
the long-run upward trend in U. S 
production is over. 
Many areas 
are still in a sharply expanding sit­ 
uation. Indications are that broiler 
prices near 25 cents, with current 
level of feed prices, will, mean fur­ 
ther expansion in broiler supplies. 
Areas or producer^ that are merely 
holding their own may soon be left 
behind.

A midnight adjournment without 
budget action would force Gov. 


Craig to call a special session to 
get funds to carry on the state gov­ 
ernment after next July I, end of 
the current biennium. 
Traditionally , legislative sessions 
have been carried on past the legal 
adjournment hour through the de­ 
vice of stopping the clock. 
House leaders refused to specu­ 
late as to what they would do if the 
Senate walked out. 
Rep. George Diener (R-Indian- 
apolis), House speaker, said: 
“You can rest assured that the 
House will act legally .”
